pally affected are Guadaloupe, Mamia- 
logaiia, Rim da and Alalabon, besides a 
uum ber of others. 
Tao easels said to 
be due to the eating the fie sn from an i­ 
mals which have died from disease. 
W hatever 'Jte cause, there is bn Ie doubt 
that a sp*** § * of plague exists in which 
most cases prove fatal. 
It is sui i m at the disease carries off 
its victims within ifs hours from its a t­ 
tack, and in the country towns medical 
ani or supplies are not to be had readily 
aud then only in a limited way.

only this, but burial of the corpses of 
those who have died from this disease 
is carelessly conducted uud absolutely 
no precautions are taken.
